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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
4,778,302 to Martinez. 

Martinez '302 discloses a pen and key combination comprising: a pen of the type having 
a separate pen body (20) and a cap (22), said pen body having a first end of predetermined 
longitudinal length and a second end of predetermined longitudinal length, at least a portion of 
the second end having greater circumferential dimension that the circumferential dimension of 
said first end (figure 1; top end of 20 has a greater circumferential dimension), said cap having a 
closed end (figure 1; top end) and an open end (bottom end of 22), the closed end of the cap 
having an external key (60) extending coaxially with a longitudinal axis of the cap, said open end 
being adapt to selectively receive the first and second ends of the pen body (figure 1 receives 
first end; open end is adapt to receive the first end since it is smaller in diameter than the open 
end of the cap when taken apart); and the pen and key combination forming a handcuff key and 
handle of a first longitudinal length when the first end of the pen body is inserted into the pen 
cap (with 20 reversed the key is still formed at the outside), and forming a writing instrument of 
greater longitudinal length than aid first longitudinal length when the second end of the pen body 
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is inserted into said cap (figure 1; longer than first length since portion of 20 will be inserted into 
the open end of the cap reducing the overall length). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 and 17-27 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record, particularly Martinez '302, does not disclose or teach the applicant's 
invention as claimed in detail wherein a separate pen body having a first writing end and a 
second closed end and a separate cap. 

Conclusion
